Ottawa, (March 14.— Mr. Fielding's 
budget speech this afternoon was large- 
ly quotations from the public accounts 
and trade returns coupled with the an- 
nouncement that there would be no 
tariff changes this session. 

The surplus last year of 58,05-1,715 
was. he said, the largest in the history 
of the country, and this year's surplus, 
he estimated, would be Sfl,350,0o0. Tak- 
ing into consideration all liabilities, in- 
cluding expenditures on capital account, 
there remained a surplus of $700,0011, 
which was utilized to reduce the public 
debt. The government did not propose 
to interfere with the tariff, because the 
country wanted tariff stability. The 
only modification was to make beet su- 
gar machinery absolutely free; but it 
was not intended to give a bonus for the 
production of beet sugar. 

Referring to the Yukon gold royalty, 
he stated that in three and a' half 
years it produced 92,040,000, while the 
direct revenue for the four years was 
$4,370,073. Deducting the expenditure 
from the revenue from the district, left 
a net surplus of $128,000, and for this 
reason the royalty was reduced. 

Mr. Osier said that the government 
in four years had increased the burdens 
of the people over $30,000,000, and in- 
stead of piling up surpluses, they should 
either reduce the taxation or the pub- 
lie debt. 

Hon. Mr. Mills in the Senate to-day 
announced that: he had prepared a bill to 
increase the salary of judges, but the 
measure had not yet received the ap- 
proval of the government. 

There does not seem any likelihood of 
a second one thousand men being re- 
cruited in Cauada for the South African 
Constabulary. The Minister of Militia 
said to-night that the government had 
no advices on the matter from England, 
and the only conclusion he could draw 
was that Col. Steele had confounded 
the order he had Toceived for (recruiting 
men with the original orders, which had 
been already acted upon in Canada be- 
fore Col. Steele left England. 



THE LAW'S DELAYS.

San Francisco, March 14.— The 'State 
Supreme Court to-day granted n new 
trial to Ml'S, Cordelia Botkin, who was 
convicted iff the murder of Mrs. J. 1'. 
Dunning in the summer of 1S0S and 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

INCREASED PAY. 

Iron Workers Get An Increase in Pay. 

Youngtown, Ohio, March 14. — At the 
by-monthly wage conference to-day be- 
tween the iron manufacturers and the 
officials of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers, the 
manufacturers granted a voluntary in- 
crease of 12Y2 cents per ton for puddling 
and two per cent, for finishers. The in- 
crease affects about 20,000 hands. 



UNHAPPY SOLDIERS. 

Seven Kill Themselves in Porto Rican 
Regiment in Six Months. 

San Juan, Porto Rica, March 11.— 
Two members of the Porto Rican repi 
ment, Reltran and Arroyo, committed' 
suicide to-day. Beltran had been repri- 
manded by an officer for untidiness and 
ordered to do kitchen duty. lie went to 
the quarters and blew off the top of his 
head with his rifle. While the body of 
Beltran was being buried, Arroyo, who 
was a close friend of Beltran, killed 
himself in the same fashion. There 
have been seven suicides in the native 
regiment daring the last six months. 

This morning Clayville, an apprentice 
of the United States training ship Moil- 
ogalieln, Commander W. E. Moor, wns 
accidentally killed while practising with 
a revolver. 



FIGHT WITH ROBBERS. 

Brave Cashier Killed While Defending 
Bank Funds. 

Harrlsburg, Pa., March 14.— Charles W. 
Ryan, cashier of the Halifax National 
Bank, was shot to death by Henry Itowe 
and Weston Kelper, of Lykons, at noon 
tn-i!ny In an attempt at a daring bank 
robuery. 

The robbers were captured by a party 
of citizens soon after the crime, and were 
brought to the Harrisburg .lull, together 
with F. 11. Straley, of Lykcns, who is sus- 
pected of being an accomplice. 

Howe unci Kelper drove to Halifax from 
Fillzabethvllle tills morning and hitched 
their team oil the outskirts of the town and 
boldly proceeded to the bank. Knob had a 
revolver and they ordered the attaches of 
the bank to throw up their hands and turn 
over the money. One of them held In check 
Fustenburgh the president, Littler, the tell, 
or, and ex-President Have Swartz, who was 
In the bank on private business. Another 
covered Cashier Uytin, and under the men- 
ace of the revolver, the cashier collected 
the cash In the drawer to the amount of 
S'J.(XM), and placed It In a satchel the rnb- 
bers bad brought, with them. Howe, with 
the cash-stuffed satchel lu his hand, backed 
nut toward the d- or «rrl Ki lper also mov- 
ed toward the entrance to the bank, .lust 
when it seemed that ibe robbers wouid ! re- 
cced In getting away, Cashier Ryan leaped 
forward In an attempt to knock up the 
revolver of the man with the money. In 
the scuffle several shots were fired and 
Ryan fell to the floor shot through the 
groin by a bullet from the pistol of Howe. 
Mr. Fustenburg gri'/'ol Uo.ve, and after a 
short scuffle threw Mm to the lloor. Kelp 
or ran to the door. The noise of the shots 
attracted J. F. Lyttler, who has a store 
near the bank building. He ran out with 
his shot gun and pursued Kelper for one 
block and shot him In the back of the head, 
when the robber surMi l-.risd. Mr. livan 
was taken to his home after the capture 
of the desperadoes, rUre he died early this 
morning. 



DitOP IN COPPER. 

Ten Thousand Dollars' Worth Lost at 
Ogdeusburg. 

Ogdcnsburg, N. Y, March 14.— While 
heavily laden cars of copper ea route 
from Canada to New York were being 
taken from the transfer steamer Arm- 
trong at the New York Central slip to- 
day, a coupling broke as the last cat- 
was running on to the apron. Before it 
could be blocked the car ran back on 
the steamer, crashing. through the boat 
rail. The car broke in two, and one 
half of it dropped into the St. Lawrence 
with its contents, valued nt about 
$10,000.

Indianapolis, March 14.— Acting on 
the instructions of Governor Durbin, 
Charles E. Wilson, his private secre- 
tary, to-day sent messages to the gov- 
ernors of every state and territory in- 
forming them of the funeral arrange- 
ments. Adjutant-Goneral Groe issued 
an order calling out the entire state mil- 
itia. The companies will arrive on Fri- 
day night and Saturday morning, and 
will remain here until Saturday even- 
ing. It was arranged to have the body 
lie in statu from noon or shortly before 
that hour until 10 o'clock Saturday 
night, when it will be returned to the 
Harrison home, there to remain until 
the funeral services on Sunday after- 
noon. Tito militia will form under 
command of Brig. -Gen. McKe-), in 
Washington street, in front of the Cap- 
itol, at 10 o'clock Saturday morning, 
and will move to the Harrison home. 
Promptly at 11 o'clock the body will be 
placed in the funeral car and taken to 
the state house. In addition to the 
troops of the guard, an escort will lie 
made of several Grand Army posts of 
the city and state. The 17th regiment, 
to which Gen. Harrison belonged, will 
be the guard of honor, marching imme- 
diately in front of the funeral car. 

Immediately ahead of the regiment 
will bo the Grand Army posts, and in 
front of them the state troops. While 
the body is lying in state it will be 
guarded by detachments of artillery. 

Despatches of condolence were re- 
ceived during the day from Baron 
(Lord) Alverstone, chief justice of Eng- 
land (formerly Sir Richard Webster), 
who acted as chief counsel for Great 
Britain in the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute; Postmaster-General Smith, Booth- 
Tucker, of the iSalvation Army; W. U.

London, March 14.— In the House of 
Commons to-day the leaders of the 
opposition senrchingly criticized the 
government's proposals for the increase 
and reform of the army. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman said: "The name 
aud fame of Lord Roberts are a iutlu 
too largely invoked in this question." 
He declared that no justification hail 
been offered by the government for in- 
creasing the aggressive military power 
of Great Britain. 

Sir William Yornou Harcourt, who 
reviewed the rapid increase in the 
army estimates during recent years, 
said that nothing could be more hollow 
than the idea that great armaments 
were a surety for peace, adding that it 
was an easy matter to make a war in- 
evitable. England's position is in the 
sea, and it is the fleet that must btr 
made sufficient, at whatever cost. 

Lord Cranbornc, under secretary of 
the foreign office, replying to questions 
concerning Great Britain's negotiations 
with the United States relative to Rus- 
sia and Manchuria, said the government 
was in constant communication with the 
powers concerned on every phase of the 
Chinese question, but that it would be 
contrary to the public interest to enter 
into particulars at the present moment. 

Answering another question, Lord 
Cranbornc said no steps had been taken 
by His Majesty's government to revise 
the Hay-Panncefote treaty, but the gov- 
ernment would be ready to consider in a 
friendly way any proposals made toward 
that object by the United States, 

After midnight and during the de- 
bate on supply, a scene occurred in the 
Commons. Lord Hugh Cecil called for 
a division, and Mr. Timothy Healy, ris- 
ing with evident excitement, asked the 
Speaker whether the noble Lord the 
Premier's son, was entitled to interrupt, 
lie addressed some remarks to Lord 
Cecil, which were drowned in an uproar 
of shouts and cries of "Send for the po- 
lice!" The Speaker sternly called Mr. 
Healy to order, asking him to stop in- 
terrupting. Mr. Healy retorted: "I 
won't; you can do what you like, but 
keep the Premier's son in order. You 
won't turn him out." Then turning to 
Lord Hugh Cecil, Mr. Healy exclaimed: 
"We won't stand nonsense from you." 
All the time the Nationalists were cheer- 
ing, laughing and shouting. 

Now that the British government has 
admitted that it is building submarine 
boats, the Voikers Company has given 
out. their corrected dimensions and other 
particulars. They will be (!,'5 feet 4 
inches long, have 11 feet !) inch beam, 
and have a submerged displacement of 
120 tons. The main engine, of the 
gasoline type, will be 100 horse-power. 
The boats will carry enough fuel to 
enable them to steam 400 knots. The 
maximum surface speed will be 9 knots. 
The main motor will be electric, giving 
a submerged speed of 7 knots. Means 
will be provided for expelling torpedoes 
under a variety of conditions. The 
armament of these vessels will consist, 
of a single torpedo expulsion tube locat- 
ed in the bow of the vessel. They will 
be able to carry live torpedoes each 11 
feet S inches long. 



CORONATION OATH. 

Orangemen Obiect to a Change Being 
Made In It. 

— The 
Orange Grand Lodge of Ontario to-day 
lecidcd to send Mr. Chamberlain a pro- 
test against any change in the coronation 
oath, and also protested against the re- 
cent action of the Dominion parliament. 

POLITE BOERS. 

Kritzinger's Commando Does Not In- 
dulge ia Wanton Destruction. 

Adelaide, Cape Colony, March 13.— 
Kritzinger's commando is working 
northward and has eluded three British 
columns. It passed here on both sides 
of the town without attacking. Yester- 
day evening a Boer patrol captured fonr 
native scouts and shot three of them. 
Kritzinger's men have carried off: all !.'l<5 
horses in the Albany district, for wh'ob, 
as they were registered. Great Britain 
will have to pay. The raiders wero 
civil to the inhabitants of rhe district, 
although thev commande (red horses and 
food. They did not indulge in wanton 
destruction of property and 'ii runny 
enses offered cash for t'-.e food they ob- 
tained.

7, the men were informed at the time 
the Alexandria mine closed that it was 
en account of the company not having 
II market for that coal, and unyOUl 
wanting work could get it either at 
Comox or Extension. The market has 
not improved any since the mine closed; 
In fact, the prospects now are that Jt 
will be some time before we can operatt 
that mine again. The company does 
not consider it has any difllculty with the 
men. consequently there is nol bin 
settle. The mine closed because it can- 
not sell the coal, and it. will have to r 
main closed until we get a market.

When the above despatch was shown 
to Mr. Dunsmulr, lie said there was just 
enough truth in il to make it mislead- 
ing.

tin Chinamen are included, the whole 
number of persons affected by the clos- 
ing of the mine will nol exceed 130, I 
am sorry that any men should be effect- 
ed, and anyone must see that it is more 
my interest to keep the mine open than 
il is anyone else's. I would open tiie 
mine to-morrow if 1 had a market for 
the coal, but U is just, as well to re- 
member that we are dependent upon the 
San Francisco market. In that market 
we are handicapped - by a duty of 
cents per ton. a 5-eent tax, and a sulli- 
eiont difference, in freight, as compared 
with the- stale of Washington mines, to 
bring Hie amount up lo #1 per ton. In 
addition we have to pay from -."> to nil 
per cent, more wages for an eight-hour 
day than the Washington mine-owners 
pay I'm- a ten-hour day. This is n very 
serious matter to overcome, and we 
would be utterly helpless if our grade of 
coal was not superior. Hut anyone can 
see for himself that there is a limit to 
the advantage resulting from this su- 
periority. Ami I may as well say now 
that in view of the recent discoveries 
of oil in California, it is likely that 
British Columbia coal will meet with 
new and very formidable competition. 
It is extremely possible that, unless the 
miners will agree lo scale their wages 
so as to enable us to meet competition, 
the output of the Vancouver coal mines 
may have to be further curtailed in the 
near future. As to what is said about 
Washington coal being burned in Vic- 
toria, this is simply an attempt to make 
out a case against us. for the whole 
amount of coal imported int.. Victoria 
from I he state of Washington in a 
year would nol Keep the Alexandria 
mine running a! lull force for twenty- 
four hours."

REDISTRIBUTION'. 

Mr. Brown moved his redistribution 
resolution yesterday. We think that 
Mr. Curtis answered tne mover's ar- 
gumentsi while supporting the resolu- 
tion. He naid that it would be claimed 
that there should be no redistribution 
until after the census. As the census 
will be taken in the course of a few 
weeks, we think most people will agree 
that the claim is a good one, Grantin 
that redistribution will be, from time 
to time for some years to come, render- 
( d necessary by reason of the growth 
and development erf the province, it is 
certainly not unreasonable to ask that, 
as there may have to be a redistribution) 
after the census, the House ought not 
to take up the question on the eve 
of the date when the people are to be 
(•numerated. 

Mr. Brown based' his argument upon 
population only, but Mr. Neil! answer- 
ed uim so completely and concisely that 
nothing more need be said on that point 

Speaking on this subject, the Colonist 
will be expected to regard it somewhat 
from a Ji.cal standpoint We do not 
suppose that any one can wholly rise 
above local considerations in a matter 
of this kind. We may say that neither 
the people of Victoria nor those of Van 
couver Island desire to deprive any por 
lion of the province of its just share of 
representation, neither do they expect 
their representatives to resist any 
scheme of redistribution, which will in 
crease the number of members on tin 
Mainland without a corresponding in 
crease on the Islam]. While they look 
forward hopefully to such progress on 
the Island as will enable it 
to keep pace with, if it does 
not outstrip, any advance that 
may be made elsewhere in the province, 
they have no desiie to have the repre- 
sentation so distributed as to give them 
representation, which may exercise a 
preponderating influence of the legisla- 
ture. The history of the legislature shows 
this. We need only to go back to the 
session of 180,9, when Mr. Turner, as 
Premier, brought down a redistribution 
bill, adding to the Mainland representa- 
tion without increasing that of the Is- 
land. 

It is fair to add that tho Colonist will 
adhere to the principle Hint something 
else than population must he taken into 
account in settling this question. We 
would like lo say a word in commenda- 
tion of Mr, Turner's very strong con- 
demnation of the introduction of section- 
al questions, His reproof to Mr. Cur- 
tis on this point was wholly justifiable.

•THE Q'UEERNESS OF MEN. 

At the Menzie-s street entrance to the 
Parliament grounds, next to the Print- 
ing Oillce, there is n stout granite post, 
terminating a granite coping. Tho road 
to the building is just north of the post. 
It is a smooth and gentle slope. Like 
every other round post in the world, the 
circumference of this is the same, 
whether it is measured from right to 
left, or left to right, nnd hence each 
semi-circumference is absolutely identi- 
cal in length with tho other. Therefore 
absolutely not even an infinitesimal part 
of the distance to be traversed in 
going from the sidewalk to 
tho building is saved by choosing one 
side of the post in preference to anoth- 
er. The coping being a little higher 
than the sidewalk, it is demonstrable 
that greater muscular expenditure is re- 
quired to enable a man to circumam- 
bulate the post, if he hops over the 
coping than if he went the other way. 
Under these circumstances one would 
suppose that all mankind! would choose 
the smooth roadway instead of hopping 
over the coping. This is the rational 
conclusion. But mankind is not always 
rational, and hence a sufficient number 
of people hop over the coping to wear a 
path over what is designed to be cov- 
ered with grass. 

But the queerness of mankind is 
scarcely less noteworthy than tho beau- 
tiful audacity of womankind. Lots of 
ladies will walk along just inside the 
coping nlong Belleville street, and hence, 
with the assistance of divers small boys, 
they have worn a path all the way only, 
whero the design of the public works 
department and tho desire of the govern- 
ment are that there should be grass. 

Xow will some one explain what is 
going to be done about this? Is there 
any way of convincing people thai they 
ought to "keep off the grass" in such 
places? A great many people complain 
that private individuals fence in tl' 
grounds from the public, and they point 
to the contrary condition of things ex- 
isting in the land, where "eternal vigil- 
ance is the price of liberty." It is a 
curious thing in the United States peo- 
ple are more careful in such little things 
as are above spoken of than our people 
are. What is the reason of this? 



THE POLL TAX VOU SCHOOLS. 

It has been said that the raising of 
the per capita tax from three dollars to 
live dollars is a renaissance of 
mediaevalism. and should he abolished. 
Xow what might bi true as applied to 
Ontario, or any other province is not 
necessarily true of this province. The 
methods or system of each province 
must be determined, not by an abstract 
formula, but by the special conditions 
and requirements of each. Ontario, for 
instance, is for the greater part rcgu 
larly organized into municipalities and 
districts and local school rates, with a 
sufficient population to make the system 
self-supporting. A poll tax imposed 
professedly for school purposes apart 
from school rates would in that case be 
an anomaly ami a relic of mediaevalism, 
if you like to so term it: but in British 
Columbia outside of the incorporated 
towns there is little or no such munici- 
pal organization, ami few distorts 
cajiable of self-support. Consequently 
there is no basis for imposing school 
rates that would lie equitable. In addi- 
tion to that, there is a large element of 
population under such circumstances 
which would escape taxation altogether 
—a population enjoying all th? benefits 
which residence in the country affords, 
without any responsibilities, including 
education of their children, where they 
have children. We all know the great 
cost of maintaining schools in this 
province, and if the youth of the coun- 
try are to enjoy the advantages of free 
education, which all civilized countries 
now afford, and of which Canadians are 
proud to afford, there must of necessity 
lie some tax, whether we call it a 
revenue tax or a poll tax or a school 
rate. The money to maintain what the 
public demands cannot be picked off the 
trees or gathered as the manna of old: 
and the tendency, let it be remarked, is 
not in the direction of lessening tile cost 
of the system, hut constantly towards 
increasing it in a number of ways. It 
is contended, for instance, that 111,- g;s\ 
eminent should prim and supply school 
books and make all school supplies free, 
and that contention is made in the face 
of the assertion that by increasing the 
revenue tax to live dollars the govern- 
ment is increasing the burden of the 
poor man. It cannot be surely main- 
tained that property owners and busi- 
ness men should assume all the burden 
of education, even to supplying school 
books, while everybody else should g 
scot free. Essentially the present sys 
torn of education is for the betielit of 
the poor man. The rich ami well-to-do 
can afford to educate their children pri- 
vately if there were no public schools 
at all. Can it be said that live dollars 
a year for the privilege of educating one 
or half a dozen children is not practically 
free? If a man have no children, his 
burdens are less than the man who bus, 
and it is not too much to contribute to 
the general aid of the country all the 
benefits of protection of which ho en 
joys. 

Either we must abandon a system <<f 
public education altogether or make 
such provision as will maintain it effi- 
ciently without entailing such :t burden 
on the finances as tends to chronically 
cripple its resources and retard develop- 
ment in other directions.

but he added that it would be necessary 
to increase the public debt by $1,800,000. 
The inference which wo draw from 
this is that an expenditure upon capital 
account to an amount exceeding SN,(K10,- 
000 is contemplated. It is not inti- 
mated in the telegraphic summary of 
the Minister's speech what these expen- 
ditures will be, but so that they are for 
purposes that will promote the develop- 
ment of the country, there will be no 

serious complaint, but the gratification 
with which our Liberal friends contem- 
plate rapidly increasing expenditures is 
in very marked contrast to the dismay 
with which they regarded a similar con- 
dition of things, when the Conservatives 
occupied the treasury bom lies. 

Times are undoubtedly good in Can- 
ada, and the contributions of the people 
to the revenue are so little burdensome 
that they tire not felt. The government 
will therefore bo exceedingly derelict in 
its duty if it does not take advantage 1 of 
the favorable conditions to embark upon 
a broad ami comprehensive policy of 
development. it goes without saying 
that from the British Columbia point of 
view no such policy will be regarded as 
at all adequate to the requirements ol 
the country, if it does not include meas- 
ures, which will promote the prosperity 
of the Pacific Coast province. We are 
not without a hope that will also be the 
opinion of the members of the cabinet, 
and that as the government policy is 
developed we will find that the interests 
of this portion of the Dominion have 
been fully recognized. 

Mr. fielding took credit to the govern- 
ment for making the Yukon pay tot 
itself. No one has taken any exception 
to such a policy. His figures show Dli. • 
it has very much more than paid for 
itself. The receipts from all sources col- 
lected in the last four years in tho Vu 
kon amounted to §0,410,073 and tho ex- 
penditures on account of that district 
to $4,24S,204, leaving a balance to the 
credit of the Yukon of $2,108,410. But 
Mr. Fielding reminded the House of 
what we all know bore, that n consider- 
able part of the goods consumed in the 
Yukon contributes to the revenue in 
other parts of Canada, that is, till the 
excise and duties are not collected in 
the Yukon. It is impossible to arriv 
at any accurate estimate of what th 
sums paid in this way amount to, hut 
it is surely within the mark to claim 
that, during the last four years tho 
Yukon has contributed $3,000,000 to 
the revenue over and above the' expen- 
diture there. One value of this import- 
ant consideration arises from the fact 
that it furnishes a proof of what we 
have so often contended for, namely, 
that it will handsomely pay the govern- 
ment to promote the development r>£ 
the Pacific Coast of Canada.

Difficult Operations Hornet lines Performed 
by Captains. 

Seme remarkable surgery has been per- 
formed by captains of the whaling ships 
In the Arctic ocean. Havs n Washington 
dispatch In the New York Sun. Accident 
soinct lines happen on hoard the whaler? 
and as there Is rarely a medical man In th 
Meet, the captain is obliged to treat th 
Injured men. 

(!uU1<m] only by common sense, some of 
these captains have managed to perfonr 
even amputations with success. When 
Surgeon Call, of the revenue cutter Bern 
was in Alaska recently, he was much lin 
pressed with the work of this churactc! 
that had been done by ('apt. George I 1 
I. cavil I of I he whaler Newport. He asked 
him for an account of his experience. Cai^ 
LcuvHt's reply, which has been published 
by the Revenue Cutter service, is In part 
as follows: 

'•The tirst of my amputations since the 
ships began wlntreltig on Herschel'a Island 
wns on a nuin belonging to the Mary D. 
flume. Half his right foot was taken off 
the Instruments used being n butcher's 
knife and n hack paw. It was the first nt- 
tempt of the kind up there and putting 
the patient under chloroform, which was 
out of our line, was a slow process. 

"We placed the bottle under his nose 
and nftcr he bad taken a whiff we would 
ask Dim If he was sleepy. This was kept 
up for half an hour without any effect. 
We then made a paper cone, put In some 
waste, saturated with chloroform, and the 
man went right off. It was n square cut 
across the foot. It turned out well, hut 
the big toe. or the bone the big toe grows 
on. was n long time healing. 

"My next contract was taking off (lie 
right arm of Mr. West, the third officer 
of the Navarch. The arm was amputated 
a few Inches below the shoulder, cleaning 
off till the burnt flesh. In putting a liga- 
ture on the large artery, gut was used. 
The small veins were touched with cans- 
tie. Later I had to make a second opera- 
tion, this time laying open the entire 
shoulder, and taking out the bone to wlth- 
In an Inch of the joint. 

"Iodoform was the only antiseptic that 1 
bad In all my surgery. After such opcr-

Colonel Steele Says They Arc The I'.est 
For South African Fighting. 

The London correspondent of the Mont- 
real (lazetle Rlvea the following In an In- 
terview with Cuinnel Steele of Strntheona's 

I asked the colonel how his horses stood 
the canipiigin: 

■■We lost severely at first, Iml nut to the 
same extent as other mounted troops. The 
Canadian horse, with a fair chance, be- 
comes readily acclimatized. When we lost 
any of our Canadian mounts, we never (tot 
any half so good." 

I mentioned the statement made In the 
Mouse ol' Commons hy tin- Under Secre- 
tary of War mi Monday that the lies! 
horses were found to he the English or tin 
Irish— next, the American and the Cana- 
dian. 

To this, Colonel Steele emphatically re- 
plied that Is was nonsense. ''The South 
American horse Is a slow, stubborn brut 
the English and Irish excellent, but not so 
cool nnd Intelligent and tractable as the 
Canadian. The Canadian horse like ids 
rider. Is used to the life of the plains, awi 
Ills nerves are proof against nil dangers 
nnd surprises. He can stand climatic 
changes and endure fatigue, if only he Is 
fed. better than any horse employed In 
South Africa, the Iloer horse not except- 
ed." 

I suggested thnt this pointed In Canada 
ns u great. Held for supplying army horses 
to Europe. 

'•yes," said Colonel Steele, "we have 
proved the Canadian horse, and lie has 
qualities of physique and temper which 
should I'inke him Invaluable anywhere. 
I often thought that for this wnr .-very 
trooper should have been allowed three 
horses for the twelve months' service, nnd 
had Canadian horses boon called for, they 
might have followed the army In herds ns 
a reserve supply— so docile and so cool are 
they that scores of them can be led to- 
gether without fear of restiveness." 

There should be, Colonel Steele thinks, 
a great future for the export of Canadian 
horses to Europe for military purposes.

SESSIONAL NOTES. 

A deputation, composed of Mayor 
Hnyward, Victoria; Mayor Townley, 
Vancouver; Mayor Scott, New West- 
minster, and Mayor Lalonde, of Row- 
land, together with members of the city 
councils of Victoria and Vancouver, had 
an interview with the government yes- 
terday on the subject of the Public 
Schools bill. Mr. Garden and (.'apt. 
Tatlow, Vancouver, and Messrs. Helmc- 
keu and Hall, Victoria, were also pres- 
ent. Messrs. Garden, Townley, Hay- 
ward, Tatlow, Helmcken, Scott, Yates, 
Fruser and others, presented the case 
for the cities. Al! argued that the effect 
of the new law would lie to add addi- 
tional burden*) on the municipal govern- 
ments, ami (here was a general opinion 
expressed that the powers of city coun- 
cils .and school trustees should be more 
finitely set forth. nn neither the pres- 
ent law nor that proposed, wa.s satisfac- 
tory in that respect. Mayor Townley 
suggested that the powers of school 
.boards should lie restricted to demand- 
ing from the city council tin- expentli-

They 
were committed to that policy, and 
could not recede. It would be utterly 
impossible to carry on the government, 
of the country without raising addition- 
al revenue. The demands for public 
works wen- increasing continually, and 
much as it pained him and the other 
members of the government, it: was ab- 
solutely necessary to curtail the grant 
for education in order to provide for 
other important departments of the pub- 
lic service. The increase of the poll 
tax was, he knew, unpopular, but they 
could not increase the tax on industries 
without direct injury to the prosperity 
of the country. With regard to other 
suggestions, lie was ready to meet them 
and amend the bill in conformity with 
the wishes of the delegates. 

Mr. Turner asked the delegates to re 
gard the bill as a tentative measure, in 
tended, eventually, to establish a sys- 
tem similar to that of Ontario, where 
I the schools were supported by district 
taxation. Tile government might con- 
sider a re-adjustment of the per capita 
gran! to the cities in order to relieve as 
much :is possible the demands upon the 
civic revenue. He believed the spend- 
ing powers of school trustees should bo 
controlled so us not to entrench upon the 
revenue required for important civic 
works, such as sanitation, which was 
quite as important as education. The 



delegates thnnked the members of the 
executive for their attention and evi- 
dent desire to deal fairly with the ques- 
tions submitted, and withdrew. 

The delegates from the Associated 
Hoards of Trade of Southern British 
Columbia had a conference with the 
government yesterday forenoon, on a 
series of resolutions adopted by the 
boards at their recent convention at 
Greenwood. On the question of freight 
rates, upon which a strong resolution 
liad been passed by the convention. Hon. 
Mr. Turner informed the delegates that 
a government official had been instruct- 
ed to visit the farming districts and ob- 
tain the views of the farmers in regard 
to what they would consider fair rates 
of freight. This officer would also, us 
far as possible, secure estimates of the 
volume of freight which might be ex- 
pected from each district, and all this 
data would be available to the govern- 
ment when it came to arrange rates 
with the Coast-Kootenay railway, so as 
to put the farmers mi at least an even 
footing with their competitors south of 
the boundary. The farmers, he under- 
stood, were not aware of their rights in 
regard to freight rates under certain 
conditions. 

One of the delegates, Mr. F. ,T. Deane. 
stilted that the ('. 1". K. had appointed 
an official to collect similar data from 
the farmers. 

Mr. Turner remarked that the C. 1'. 
1{. had shown it.s 'readiness to assist the 
government in the matter. 

The delegates expressed their satisfac- 
tion with the action taken by the gov- 
ernment, which, as the railway com- 
pany was also interesting itself in the 
subject, could not fail to place the mat- 
ter in such a shape that an intelligent 
and practicable tirraiiK'-luent might be 
confidently anticipated. 

The next question of importance 
brought forward by the delegates was 
to urge the government to a favorable 
consideration of the charter asked for 
by the Crow's Nest Coal Company, for 
a* railway from Michel to the interna- 
tional boundary. Mr. Duncan Koss, ed- 
itor of the Greenwood Times, stilted the 
ease of the company in a masterly way, 
arraying his facts and figures and back- 
ing "them up with forceful argument. 
He ridiculed the idea that the proposed 
road would have the effect of depleting 
the mines or limiting the supply of the 
smelters. The increased demand would 
have the effect ot stimulating the min- 
ing companies to mine more coal, and 
thus increase the general prosperity of 
tht: country, besides adding very ma- 
terially to the provincial revonil". 

Manager Drewery, of the St. Eugene 
mine, said he had an assurance from 
the managing director of the Crow's 
Ntst Coal Company, that if the road 
was built the company would be enabled 
to supply the local smelters with coal 
and coke at '_*.") cents a ton less than pre- 
sent prices. 

Mr. Turner asked if the . company 
would be willing to have such an agree-, 
merit inserted in the charter. 

Mr. Drewery could not answer for 
the company, but bad no doubt they 
would consent to such a stipulation. 

The government gave Hie representatives 
of the Associated Boards of Trade of the 
Kooteaay a second Interview In the after- 
noon, when the bouse rose and all the re- 
maining subjects In the list of resolutions 
they had for presentation were taken up 
ami disposed of. Regarding provincial rep-

THE MEDICAL ACT. 

Sir.— A largely Blgncd petition is about 
li> Ije presented to tUe legislature by the 
federated Seletles asking that the m-esi-nt 
Medical Act of the province be amended 
ko us "Ti> admit to practice In lli-l t lull 
Columbia any medical practitioner holdlni; 
u diploma from any rcco)ruizcd university 
or college o( medicine in Grout Brlta'n or 
any of Its dependencies or who holds quall- 
licallons for practice In any of the prov- 
inces of the dominion of Canada anil can 
produce satisfactory evidence of good 
character and standing In Ills or her pro- 
fusion." A surely reasonable request to 
any fair-minded man. Before me as I 
writ*, Is a circular Issued by "John A. 
Duncan, registrar of the medical council. 
Issued to the doctors and statins among 
ether things "That a special meeting of 
the council was held In Victoria on the '-'."i 
February. The purpose of the meeting 
was to decide upon the means to prevent 
any change In the medical act during the 
present session. As a preliminary step n 
was decided that a deputation of the coun- 
cil, headed by the president, should wait 
upon the government. This was done and 
the deputation reported at the adjourned 
meeting held on the 211 February, that they 
were well received and thai they felt as- 
sured of the sympathy ami support of the 
members of the cabinet. They further re- 
ported that In their opinion It Is desirable 
that a thorough canvass should he made of 
the Individual members of the house. This 
circular requests each member of the med- 
ical society to communicate with the mem- 
ber of their illstrlct, concluding by "trnot- 
lug you will not let the grass grow under 
your feet." and statin. 1 .' that "the petition 
to be presented by the fraternal societies 
If aeteil upon virtually wipes out our act 
and makes Itrltlsh Columbia the medical 
(lumping ground of Great Britain and her 
dependencies. 

From the above circular it Is not too 
much to in:'."- that the medical men arc 
very much alarmed for the preservation of 
what their registrar calls "our act" r.nd 
tile special privileges it secures to them 
ami not tile welfare of the community is 
the cause of their auptlcty. 

The present medical act tint only confern 
special privileges upon the mem hers or the 
Itrltlsh Columbia doctor's union, hut makes 
those wlio are the beneficiaries of it. the 
Instruments by which the law Is made 
operative. 

Let us see what kind of recommenda- 
tion their own conduct In dealing with 
each other gives them as to Illness for such 
an office. A year ago, one of their mem- 
bers, claiming to believe that the rules of 
111" medical association with reference to 
fraternal benefit societies were unfair to 
such bodies, asked the medical association 
to modify them so as to allow doctors 
doing what Is known as "lodge work." 
This they refused to do and when the mem- 
ber referred to withdrew and undertook 
such work on his own responsibility, the 
cocloty denounced his conduct us ' unpro- 
fessional and liugentlemanly" ami refused 
to meet him in consultation even though 
the saving of human life was tne isstio. 
Hut when their fears are aroused for the 
safety of what their registrar sfvlos "our 
act" a number of the leading memhers of 
this association who fear that Itrltlsh anil 
Canadian doctors may be "dumped" upon 
us. on .Saturday night last met the feder- 
ated hoard and offered to do the kind of 
work they themselves stigmatized us un- 
professional and ungentlomanly on the part 
of an equally respected ami qualllled mem- 
ber of their profession and like themselves 
a graduate of n Canadian and British 
college. Verily, milch siMM-ial privilege has 
made these men mad. 

To the great body of the people outside 
the fraternal societies this question is of 
tlm llrst Importance. It Is surely within 
I lie right of every free born Itrltlsh sub- 
ject to say what measures shall b« taken 

to place within the reach of every i nber 

of tlie community competent medical as- 
sistance. No reasonable, fair-minded man 
for a moment believes that Ihe medical 
profession are under any obligation to 
devote their time and talents to doing acts 
of charity. But If ar. any time their greed 
of gain takes precedence to the saving of 
life, and the alleviating of suffering, in de- 
termining their conduct, how can they ex- 
pect to retain tlie confidence ami respect of 
their fellow-men who may require their 
assistance, and If the organized societies ; 
can not obtain fair treatment at their 
hands without the repeal of the regulations 
framed and operated by the medical socl- j 
ety, how must Isolated Individuals expect ' 
to fare in dealing with them. It Is to be I 
hoped that the federated societies will per- j 
severe until the law regulating the medical 
profession shall he such as to entitle it to 
llu approval of the whole of the people. 
That It shall be put Into operation by the 
govrnment officials under control of the 
people and that the enactment of law In 
the Interest of a class operated exclusively 
by the representations of that class shall be. 
come a thing of the past. Anil if •'>•■ '«d- 
crated societies are wise in their own nnd 
the people's Interest they will not desist 
In their work In deferenee to concessions 
of the medical society until their rights are 
safeguarded by law. Any compact between 
the doctors anil tlie societies must fall to 
nice! the requirements of the rase. The

In Nanalmo the 
ther with their wives and fam- 
ilies are treated for 7.1c per month, In 
view of these facts, who are tiie injured 
parties'.' Is it safe to say that the doctors 
in Victoria receive a much larger sum of 
money from the societies than they would 
from the same number of men were there 
no such organizations and no trouble to 
collect the same, yet our boys have never 
complained. "O. c. I!." further states 
thai the medical men of B.C. are of a high 
standard "and it Is most essential Unit 
this standard should be maintained." How 
dois he propose to maintain a high stand- 
ard «ith such an easy, low down examin- 
ation that "if fifty applicants conn' up for 
the May examinations" they would In ail 
human probability be admitted, but us u 
passing Incident they would pay tin' Ices, 
which fees no doubt are ulso for Ihe pub- 
lic safety.

■ness they wore better. Besides tailoring 
and dressmaking, domestic service was 
affected by Chinese employment. Domes- 
tic service itself was not objected to ho 
much as the fact thnt. it was filled with 
an inferior race. The Chinese observe 
Sunday because of the laws to that ef- 
fect. As to crime among the Chinese lie 
could not say, nor as to collection of 
taxes. , . 

To Mr. iBrndburn witness admitted 
that tobacconists, news stands, barbers, 
'fruit and confectionery stores were open 
for business on Sunday. He thought; the 
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•'.ibbutli 'observance on the part of fiolG by nil dructlsla. 25 cents. 

Chinamen was a feature in their favor. .. - 



He also admitted that girls were anxious 
to get into something better than domes- 
tic service, lie also said lie knew of in- 
stances where white ^irls and Chinese 
servants were employed in the same 
house in Victoria. He was willing to 
admit that slums of some cities in the 
old country could not "hold tl candle to 
Victoria's 'Chinatown, in the mutter of 
cleanliness. He admitted that some of 
the lower white class were very dirty in 
their habits and surroundings. If there 
were no Chinese, the whites who replace 
diem would in many cuses lie as hard to, 
keep in order as the Chinese, and with 
prevalent drinking habits the Chinese 
would be even preferable. The counsel 
emphasized the Chinamen's taste for 
clean mox. He saiil that Chinese learned 
to swear as volubly as there was any 
necessity for. Clearing land was done 
much cheaper by Chinese than by whites. 
He would not admit the imputation 
counsel sought to make that the white 
laborer was universally u skulker. There 
were shacks all over the cities and many 
were occupied bv whites as well as Chin- 
ese. Those occupied by whites were not 
as bad as Chinese. As to contract la- 
bor lie could not say that he knew of 
any case in recent years where there 
was a case of servile contract labor. A 
lo Chinese assuming our habits, 
sought to prove that the teiulonej 
lo have children ndopt white habit 
not wear the queue. Chinese c 
went to school. Chinese laborers wore 
leather boots made by Chinese hi this 
country. They wore clothes of Chinese 
make. There was no medical practi- 
tioner in charge of the Chinese hospital, 
but there might ho a Chinese doctor in 
charge. He did not altogether agree 
with tin' counsel that white people tried 
lo conceal contagious disease as well as 
Chinese. As to removal of garbage be 
could not say the Chinese interfered with 
him. it was the trouble of getting to 
know who was responsible. 

Mr. Charles Wilson. K.C., observed 
with regard to laundry work that it was 
largely done by Indian women prior to 
the coming of the Chinese. 

Chinese were cleaner, witness^ said, 
than the Indian populations. To the 
president of tin- commission witness said 
the comparison of the slums of a city 
of large size and close population with 
that of a small city like this was not 
fair. 

President Clute then asked witness 
some questions respecting Japanese. 
These he said worked for less thtn Chin- 
ese and were a greater menace by the 
fact that they adopted western ways. 
There was no Japanese quarter m the 
city. They lived chiefly in boarding 
houses. There were at present not many 
in the city. They crowded in their 

boarding house. They ate f 1 

which looked much like Chinese 
food. Very few women were brought 
nut from Japan. As to supersed- 
ing white men, he said they would 
soon be as thick as " turnips " in I lie 
country, where they were now found in 
considerable numbers everywhere. They 
worked for less wages. There had been 
no arrivals since last August. The large 
numbers who came, he believed hail been 
deceived by some parties who had repre- 
sented that railway construction was to 
go on. He di.l not think the Japanese 
would assimilate witli the white rare. 
Some of them set up individual house- 
keeping. In furnishing their houses 
they followed European customs more 
than Chinese. There was more danger 
of large numbers of Japanese superced- 
ing white labor than or Chinese, for they 
learned the language and ways of the 
count rv. worked for less wages and 
"would tackle anything" in the way of 
work. . 

To Commissioner Foley witness said 
ho did not know personalis- any case 
where a young Japanese had offered hlf) 
services for his board and to learn the 
language. He would favor exclusion of 
the Japanese. The Japanese were more 
in the habit of bathing than Chinese. 
There was Japanese laundry, and Japan- 
ese stores, besides tailors, there were 
fancy stores, a grocery and similar plu- 

To Commissioner Mnnn the witness 
said the Japanese did not go in for gar- 
dening nnd were not in the habit of 
storing up excrement for fertilizing pur- 
poses. 

To Mr. Grunt, who assisted Mr. ( as- 
oidv K. counsel for the Japanese. In- 
said Japanese worked for $8 to $10 per 
month. Wages on farms in B.C.. were 
hardly as good as at other callings. In 
.Taiiaiicse houses a fairly well-to-do Jap- 
anese had a house as well furnished as 
white men of the same class. Laborers 
rurnished their bedroom with bedstead 
nnd mattress, and ordinary bedclothing 
The Japanese mission was lo some ex- 
tent boarding house. It was compara- 
tively well furnished place and was wdl 
kept. He thought the Japanese I- --' -n 
ambition to become like the while p.-- 'e 
Ho thought it might bo possible that 

when thev wished to learn the bin -t' 

and customs of the country, they won.il 
nt first take less pay. He had leai • d 
or the Japanese going nn strike at St-ve- 
stnn hist, summer. die supposed iney 
had to go on strike. Possibly it was r->r 
.higher wages. The over-crowding 111 
boarding houses last summer was be- 
cause of the large number arriving m 
such n short time. 

W P. Winsbv, city tax collector, " is 
the next witness. He bad made a state- 
ment of taxes (laid by Orientals and for- 
warded to Mr. Donne, the secretary, hut 
the latter had not yet received it. He 
said In- had for the past year collected 
the revenue and road tax from about 1.- 
000 Chinamen and that he thought rep- 
resented about one-quarter or the whole 
number. These were n. number of dif- 
ficulties in the way. The great mnjonty 



"all of them." rather than pay the tax 
They were unable in most cases to pay 
it. 

There were 11 Chinese tailor firms 
employing 54 workmen, working on Eu- 
ropean clothing, it being a dull lime at 
present. Three or four of this num- 
ber might lie Japanese. Pulljr thai 
number, if not more, are employed.

Mr. Chile interposed with the infor- 
mation that canneries ami every other 
calling would be dealt with separately, 
and expert witnesses called. 

Similar evidence to thai, given by pre- 
vious witnesses was then given by Mr. 
Winsbv on rlu- Japanese. He consider- 
ed the Japanese more dangerous than 
tried to" drop till the Chinese, as he adapted himself to 
when thev snw white ways, The Japanese took ' 
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him coming, three or four would slip 
out. There were more men in the 
places, but the number mentioned were 
employed exclusively on white men's 
clothing. 

President Clute announced, when the 
commission adjourned at 1 o'clock, that 

the afternoon session would be held ill 
the county court room, court bouse, 
where the remaining sessions would 
be held, tin- room having been courteous- 
ly placed at their disposal by the Hon.

At the afternoon sitting of the coin- 
mission, the taking or Mr. Winshy's evi- 
dence was continued. 

With reference to Chinese nsslinihit- 
ing wilh tin- while population, Mr. 
Winsby said some of them become na- 
turalized ami many take an interest in, 
the country. This was mainly from the 
point of gelling work, and those who 
ou „sol ! were labor contractors were the prin- 
c wnslcipal people who followed Intelligently 
tin- affairs of this country. He did not 
iiil.lren | think the Chinese respected tin; solem- 
nity of an oath. Witness described tin? 
lodging places of the Chinese laboring 
class. There was a class who were 
glad to get in anywhere, as they either 
ilid not want to work, or couldn't get 
work. The better class were very clean, 
the middle and lower classes the re- 
verse. Many of these were filthy in ap- 
pearance, and their belongings look as 
if never cleansed, lie could say from 
person a I experience that, force and fear 
were all thai appealed to a Chinaman. 
One cause of uiiclciuiness of water clos- 
ets and sinks was that they used too lit- 
tle water, on account of meters being 
put on, and they wished to keep down 
expense. lie knew Chinese had en- 
croached upon trades and callings em- 
ploying whip- men. The list of mimes

wages than a Chinaman. He was really 
the competitor of the Chinese. The 
J.-qis, he did not consider as hard-work- 
ing as Chinese. He knew of but one 
Japanese having a private house, out- 
side of the Japanese boarding houses. 
He did not think there were more than 
forty Japs in the city at present. There 
were two Japanese restaurants, two 
curio stores, two tailor shops, one bam- 
boo store and one grocery. That was 
about the whole number of Japanese 
business places. He had about the sumo 
diflicnlty collecting taxes from Japanese 
as Chinese. 

Cross-questioned by Mr. Cassidy, the 
witness said Japanese learned the ways 
of the country here readily. He did not 
say that the use of chop-sticks in eating 
was not common, but the Japanese 
learned Western table habits. He would 
not admit that, the Japanese here con- 
sumed a great deal of meats, though 
pressed by the counsel to do so. The 
Japanese used very little furniture. In 
boarding houses, they had no bunks ras- 
teucd to the wall. They had a sort of 
box made, wilh a straw palliasse, and 
lie had seen as many as halt' a dozen 
crowded in one of them. He had seen 
two females and three males in one bed 
with a number of other beds occupied by 
mail's in the same room. 

As to objections to (he Japanese, they 
did not assimilate and did not ask for 
the same wages. He understood that 
they took almost any place and any 
kind of wages when they first came, 
bu' he could not say what was their 
motive. There is not much complaint, 
against Japanese in tne city— they went 
out into the country. As to white men 
not desiring to work in the country, he 
said, in reply to Mr. Cassidy, he did not 
I believe a word of it. Farmers hired 
I Jans, as they were cheaper. He dill not 
) think farming was unprofitable on ne- 
onnt of cost of charing land— it was

tern with the wholesale houses, taking 
goods in payment for their services. He 
did not know of a white tailor, but he 
thought that some of the cloth- 
iers got alterations made to cloth- 
ing by Chinese tailors. Many men must 
have been thrown out of work by Chi- 
nese tailors. There were many Chinese 
market gardeners, White men couldn't 
do it as cheaply. In some instances men 
were working merely for their food. 
The same conditions n fleeted many oth- 
er trades. Laundry nnd gardening were 
the two principal. 

Chinese would be better if they adopt- 
ed while men's customs, but while they 
kept, aloof they were undesirable. Chi- 
nese children sent to school were still 
brought up in Chinese style at home, 
lie detailed a conversation he hail re- 
cently with a Cliiniiimin concerning the 
adoption of white men's habits, The 
Chinaman said it was as repugnant for 
him to adopt the habits he saw among 
whites as it: would be for the whites to 
adopt Chinese habits. lie described the 
swallow-tailed coat and while shirt 
front of the white man's dress suit ns 
something he wouldn't wear, and the 
low-cut corsage of the ladies' full dress, 
in- thought quite immodest. 

Witness admitted the Chinaman had 
had the best of him that time. Witness 
believed the city would be twice the size 
if the Chinese were nut here. lie in- 
stanced the sale ot a very small piece of 
property on Government street, near 
Yates, 'for $0,000, while any block fur- 
ther down Government street in China- 
town, a full sized city lot could be got 
for $2,000, simply because it was in 
Chinatown. In the tailoring trade he 
replied to a question as to who patron- 
ize Chinese tailors, that he did not know 
where to look to find a cla<s who did 
not. patronize them. As to the while 
race deteriorating through the presence 
and competition of Chinese, he said pov- 
erty pulled down all. and working peo- 
ple must meet, poverty if this competi- 
tion continued. 

To Mr. Wilson, witness said it would 
be an improvement if he could keep a 
Chinaman in sight or arrest him nt once 
to compel payment of the revenue tax. 
as the 1M hour limit gave the delinquent 
every chance to disappear, nnd he never 
found them again. A change in the 
way provincial collectors made out re- 
ceipts by putting oil name instead of 
number, lis is the present custom, Chi- 
nese were able to pass their receipts 
along. Chinese are employed 111 boot 
and shoe making, sash and door factor- 
ies, mills and brickyards. Prices would 
be higher or employers would get less 
profit if no Chinese were employed. 

At suggestion of Mr. Clute. witness 
agreed to hand in detailed exact state- 
ment of Chinese employed in various 
factories, etc. 

To Mr. Brudbttrn, the witness said 
that domestic employees paid the tax 
ns he could get at them. The majority 
of Chinese were employed in canneries. 
The time was not over three or four 
months in which these Chinese were 
employes!. They smoked opium and 
gambled for the rest of the year. 

A lengthy argument over the number 
of Chinese domestic employees ill 
houses in Victoria, the counsel endeav- 
oring to get statement as to how ninny 
went to canneries. Witness said he col- 
lected from 1.000 nnd he thought there 
were 4,000 Chinese in the city. He did 
not agree that it was n very fair per- 
centage fo collect, from. He collected a 
larger percentage from white citizens. 
He admitted to Mr. Bradburn that Chi- 
nese used the ordinary courts of law. 
though he believed they settled many of 
(heir disputes by arbitration. 

Mr. Bradburn referred to evidence of 
the sanitary and medical health officers 
as to cleanliness of Chinese beds and 
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slept w Here they worked, or above 
■e they worked, with reference lo 
the danger of contagion. Some of them, 
the witness said, did sleep where they 
worked, while others made a sort of loft 
in the work room with a height of about 
four or six inches from the Hour to the 
ceiling, and in sonic of these places they 
even got sewing machines in and work- 
ed ther.'. lie could not. .say that they 
used clothing which was being mndc, as 
covering for bods. Witness said it was 
a usual thing to make one of these raise 
lloors or balconies in a room 10 or 12 feet 
high. The danger from contagion was 
something he could not say definitely. 
The whiles patronizing Chinese tailors 
were of all classes, and especially what 
is known as the upper classes of the 
city. He had heard out did Tint know 
of white tailors sending, work to Chi- 
nese tailors. The Chinese tailors work- 
ed long hours, say 12 tu 11 hours per 
day. 

Mr. Bradburn interrupted Mr. I. aw as 
to the relevancy of some of the ques- 
tions, but ['resident Clute ruled that 
Mr. Law was quite in order, and told 
■him to proceed. Af terw.-trds Mr. Brad- 
burn went into the question of the hell' 
floors built by Chinese, and asked it' 
tin re were not white people who had 
similar places. Witness had seen noth- 
ing of the kind. As to sleeping among 
customers' clothing, he had not seen 
this in tailor shops, lint had in laun- 
dries. Some white workiugmen went to 
Chinese tailors, but there was some ex- 
cuse for them: as to people of better cir- 
cumstances, they had no such excuse. 

Mr. Croat, for Mr. Cassidy, asked if 
the description of Chinese tailor shops 
applied to Japanese. Mr. Winsby said 
not, and then described one Japanese 
tailor shop which had beds down both 
sides. 

Witness explained to Mr. Foley as to 
his statement of Chinese sleeping in the 
day time, and as to the habit of work- 
ing two shifts a dav, he did not know. 

The commission meets again this 
morning in the assize court. 

The evidence of the tailors will like- 
ly lie received at to-day's session ot the 
royal commission. Some Chinese wit- 
nesses who were in attendance yester- 
day were told lo appear this afternoon, 
and they would be told when they would 
bo required. A number or prominent 
Chinese merchants watched the proceed- 
ings with evident keen interest.
